DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on 5/14/2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of 
the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

Applicant identifies claims 1-6 reading on elected invention I and species A (figure 3), b 
(figures 2, 4-6 and 1 1), bii (figures 5A and 5B), iii (sputtering), (l)(substrate material (23) Pd, 
mixed layer material (22) Pd +CaO and lamination layer (21) Pd) and (2) transmutation nuclide 
material Cs 133 . 

Note that applicant's election does not appear to read on claims 3 and 5. That is claim 3 
is directed to an electrolytic solution while claim 5 is directed to the transmutation material being 
exposed on the surface of the structure body by gas or liquid. 

Applicant election of species A (figure 3) does not appear to read on claim 3 as figure 3 is 
a gaseous environment not liquid (i.e, electrolytic solution). 

Furthermore applicant's election of species iii (sputtering) does not appear to read on an 
transmutation material being included in a gas or liquid and exposed to the surface of the 
structure body. 

Accordingly, the elected species and identified claims 1-6 do not coincide. Applicant is 
to clarify his election and identify the claims consistent with his invention to be examined.
